6. DlaqunUfloatlon. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries In any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the Hfe-tlme of such spouse shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post; and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage Is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wile living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government Is of opinion that It 
necessary or expedient so to do, It may by order, for reasons to be recorded 
writing, and In consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons.

0. 5.R. 9BA — ^In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution the President hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the All India Radio (Class III posts) [Recruitment Rules 1904, published with the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Information and Broadcast- 
ing No. G,S.R. 1770, dated the 30th November, 1964, namely: — 

1. (1) These rales may be called the All India Radio (Class III posts) Recruitment 

(Amendment IV) Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the ofldcial 
gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the AH India Radio (Class III Posts) Recruitment Rules, 
1964, for each of the entries in column 7 against serial numbers 10 and 11, the 
following shall be substituted, namely:— 
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10, “100 per cent, by promotion, failing which by transfer. The promotion arid 
transfer will be adhered to on zonal basis: — 

Provided that transfer from one zone tu another will be permissible only on 
the written request of the official concerned so transferred and on his 
agreeing to give his consent in writing that he has no objection to being 
treated as junior to all the Senior Mechanics already in the zone on the 
date of his joining the new zone. 

The zones would be as under ; — 

Northern Zone.— -Punjab, Haryana, Jammu and Kashmir, Rajasthan, Uttar 
Pradesh, Chandigarh, Himachal Pradesh and Delhi. 

Western Zone — Maharashtra, Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh Goa, Daman Diu. 

Southern Zone. — Tamil Nadu, Kerala, Mysore, Andhra Pradesh, Pondicherry, 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands and Laccadive, Mlnlcoy and Amlndivl 
Islands. 

Eastern Zone- — West Bengal, A.ssam, Bihar, Orissa, Nagaland, Manipur, 
Tripura and NEFA.”
